directed Commissioner Garfield of 
the Bureau of Corporations to make 
an imvestigation of the Rockefeller 
monopoly through from Pennsylva- 
nia to California, and allow no men, 
however powerful, who has been 
guilty of illegal restraint of trade and 


attempts to crush competition, to es- 


cape the law's penalties. 
Congressman Campbell had an ex- 


tended conference with the President, 
this morning, and then acted prompt- 
ly, directing Mr. Garfield to begin the 
investigation without delay and cover 


every oi] section in the country. 


Representative Campbell believes 
that the investigation will reveal con- 


ditions that will demand the criminal 


prosecution of some of the biggest 


financiers in the world.

ZEMSKI SOBOR. 


INTERESTING FACTS RELAT- 
ING TO POLITICAL HIS- 
TORY OF RUSSIA. 


(SPECIALLY CONTRIBUTED TO THE 

The noun sobor in the ancient Rus- 
sian language means assembly. The 
modern word for it is sobranye—and in 
the modern Russian the word odor 
means the principal church In a town, 
where the highest clergy officiate. The 
last sobor as assembly was held in 1613, 
when Michael, the founder of the 
present dynasty of Romanoffis was 
elected Czar to the throne of Moscow. 
Since that time, almost three cenzuries 
ago, no more sobors of-any kind were 
held in Russia, and the word fell into 
disuse. But the memories of the past 
liberties of the people lived in the coun- 
try, and whenever there was talk of an 
elective assembly of the empire, the 
ancient word was revived—with the 
definitive adjective of zemski. Zemiya 
in Russian means earth and also soil— 
in the latter sense embracing the peo- 
ple living on it. With the advent and 
strengthening of autocracy, the govern- 
ing institutions became divided they 
were state, or belonging to autocracy, 


to the central government, and they 
were semski, or local, com of the

people and elected by them. 
sion went all through Russian history, 
and exists today in the form of autoc- 
racy and bureaucracy as state, and 
zemstvo as local. The adjective zemaki 
means of the local people, elected with- 
out interference of the state or autoc- 
racy. Thus the name semski sobor 
means an assembly of the delegetes of 
the of the empire, elected inde- 
pendently of the state authorities, 

The Russian government was not al- 
ways an autocracy. Up to the begin- 
ning of the sixteenth century Russia 
was divided into many independent 
states, several of which were republics, 
like Novgorod, Pskoff, Vyatka and 
others. The history of the republic of 
Novgorod was especially brilliant—its 
people were energetic, prosperous and 
happy—and one of its most famous and 
wise Posadniks or Presidents was 4 
woman— Martha Posadnitsza. The re- 
public of Novgorod was for a long time 
one of the principal members of the 
famous Hanseatic Union. The whole 
northern and northeastern parts of 
Russia, up to the Ural Mountains, were 
explored and annexed by those enter- 
prising republica. Even in the States 
where grand dukes reigned, like Rya- 
tan, Tver, Vladimir and others, the 
upper classes enjoyed much liberty, and 
sobors or assembiles were a frequent 
occurrence—every important business 
was relegated to them. John III. 1462- 
1505, was the first ruler to gather those 
independent states together and 80 
formed the nucleus of autocracy. John 
IV the Terrible, 1 1584, was the first 
real autocrat—still, even his 
reign, many sobors of consiterable im- 
portance were held. They were espe- 
clally frequent during the trouble period. 
1584-1613, when they elected two Rus- 
sian Czars, Vaesili Shuiski in 1606 and 
Michael Romanoff in 1613. The Roman- 
offs wiped the sobors out of existence, 
and autocracy has reigned supreme 
since their ascension to the Russian 
throne. 4 

The ancient Russian sobors consis 
of representatives from the two upper 
classes—the nobility and the clergy. 
The merchant class was seldom repre- 
sented—only as an exception; the peas- 
ante, or the black people, as they were 
then called, never. While the nobility 
Was greater numerically, the clergy had 
the greater influence. During the mi- 
die ages the clergy—especially the 
black clergy, or monks in monas: 
were the only educated le In Rus- 
sia. Even most of the grand dukes and 
Czars in those times were absolutely H- 
literate. The Church was practically 
independent of the State—the arch- 
bishops and bishops elected the patri- 
arch, the head of the Church, who 
often domineered the Czars and so in 
reality ruled Russia. The Romanoffs 
slowly, but gradually weakened this in- 
fluence of the Church, untl Peter the 
Great abolished the post of Patriarch, 
and all elective methods of promotion, 
and made the Czars absolute autocrats 
in Charch matters as well as in State.

Foretaste of Heaven for the 
Aged Christians. 


One of the Great Revival’s 
Wonderful Days.

Dr. Ostrom Drawe Toare of 
Great Gladness, 


Sweet-faced old mother, her counte- 
nance all a-beam with the glory-light, 
her hp now quivering with emotion, 
her face now wreathed in delightsome 
smiles, had a foretaste of heaven yes- 
terday. 

‘The land where they never grow old; 
Its joys never die and tts treasures are 
yours,“ 


She was only one of hundreds who 
@at yesterday afternoon in the audito- 
rium of Immanuel Presbyterian Church 
and listened to the soothing and in- 
spiring words of Dr. Henry Ostrom 
and to the joyful singing of John P. 
Hillis. 

It was a remarkable meeting—one o: 
the most remarkable of the whole 
evangelistic campaign—and was 
fraught with peace and joy for the 
aged father and mother. It was 
thought the rain might interfere with 
this gathering of the old people of the 
second district, but to the surprise of 
everybody and in spl*e of the rain, 
between 600 and 700 old men and women 
assembled at the appointed time. It 
spoke volumes for the feeling that ex- 
ists in the aged Christian for Evan- 
gelist Ostrom. 

It was no funeral service—don't you 
thing so for a minute—it was joy, joy, 
joy, from beginning to end. 

“You ont need anybody to talk to 
you about your troubles: they've been 
ard enough to der without talking 
them over now, said Dr, Ostrom. 
The songs in which they joined 
more heartily than the average audi- 


ence of young pa were: Jesus, 
“The Sweet ny 


Bi while Mr. Hillis sang 
‘The Land Where They Never Grow 
Old,” and “Palms of Victory, Crowns 
of Glory.” 
As Mr. Hillis sang the latter, moth- 
ers face was upturned to the singer; 
she followed him with her lips as he 
rang the words and her white-frilled 
cap kept time with “yes, yes, yes,” or 
“no, no, no,” as the sentiment touched 
her. She drank in the words with the 


face of a sera and meited the 
hearts of all w observed her. 
It was during the «singing of this 


song, When all were asked to join 
the chorus, thatasweetold woman in 
the rear of the auditorium was unable 
to contain herself and sheuted her 
“hallelujahs” above the singing. 

Dr. Ostrom rst read and ve an 
inspiring exposition of the Twenty- 
third Pealm, beginning: “The Lord is 
my shepherd, I shall not want.” He 
drew a aicture of the lost sheep and 
compared fits innocent wéakness and 
inability to find its fold, with the in- 
stinct of coarser animals which en- 
ables them to find their way home; of 
want as a beast of prey, and showed 
the Christian to be safe because the 
Lord is hit shepherd. Coming te the 
valley of the shadow of death,” he took 
away the sting by saying that the 
shadow of a dog cannot bite, nor the 
shadow of a serpent ting. “My cup 
runneth over,” was an erchard with sv 
many apples that the trees broke 
down, or a man who thinks he can 
scarcely walk seized with a sudden 
desire to run. 

“Home at last,” he said. “Where is 
home? The little girl may not know the 
place on the geography, but she knows 
Were grandma lives. Wherever my 
l’ather has his headquarters; the cen- 
ter of origin and the dwelling place of 
the Holy Ghost; wherever that is, I 
shall dwell for ever.“ 

Every face seemed glowing with de- 
licht, and hundreds of men and women 
laughed as the tears of joy coursed 
daun their furrowed cheeks. Every- 
thing was quiet, beyond the sob of the 
dear old soul what sat at your shoul- 
der, but it was not a sob of Sadness. 
It was a scene to melt the heart of the 
hardest man who hase ever owned a 
mother, but they were not there to 
behold. 

Dr. Ostrom next took a theme from 
the story of Simeon and Anna in the 
temple. “God, it seems,” said he, 
“would have some special tribute paid 
to old age. hence old age must dwell 
in a temple. ® 

“Old age is so mighty that I am al- 
most afraid to stand in the presence 
of much of it. Your smile, your frown, 
or a word from your lips might be | 
worth forty of my sermons. 

“You may complain of your loss of 
activity. It is not the greatest thing 
to walk about; a great many people 
wear out unnecessary shoe leather 
walking. about. 

“You cannot see as keenly as you 
once could, but the obscuring of these 
billboards in California may compen- 
sate you for the failing vision. 

“You may not be able to say as 
much as you used to say, but you can 
shine. I'd rather have a bright lamp 
on my table than one that sputters for 
fear it might explode. You may be a 
great deal better off than a lot of these 
young people you see sput 
around.” 

The smiles became noticeably broader 
during this portion of the discourse 
and Dr. Ostrom created a good dea! of 
amusement as he likened old Christians 
to the stokers in the gold of a ship. He 


| said there are two kinds of stokers— 


the old Christians, and the preacher's 
wife—and that people generally did not 
know how much some little woman had 
to do with the preparation of the. 
preacher's sermon, or teaching him 
better manners on the platform. 

“The old saint can't about. as 
much as he used to, buf he can shevel 
a deal of coal into the furnaces of the 
old ship Zion,“ he said. 

He told an amusing story of the 
retired college president who resented 
being called a stoker, but later con- 
cluded that if he couldn't sputter he'd 
be content to shine. 


“Yes, yes, yes,” nodded mother’s 
white-frilled cap in front of the plat- 
form. 


„God bless the stokers,” sald Dr. Os- 
trom, as he paid a loving tribute te 
the mother “who milked the skies to 
feed hungry souls.” 

„Don't mourn for what you used to 
be, he said; let us young folks do the 
sputtering around. It is high-noon for 
you; your best days are on. You 
standing in the suburbs of Heaven;

IGWAG flags of the Los Angeles 

Signal Corps broke the world's 

record for long-distance military 
signaling last Sunday. 

Local military men say there is no 
record approaching the feat of Capt. 
Lovett's men in signaling with flags 
from Mt. Lowe to Brooklyn Heights 

To appreciate the significance of this 
military coup, it should be known that 
the extreme limit of flag signaling is 
supposed to be about ten miles; the dis- 
tance between the two points named is 
from eighteen to twenty-five miles.

Early Sunday morning Capt. W. W. 
Lovett left the armory for Mt. Lowe 
with nine signalmen; Sergt. Waterman 
followed later with nine men to es- 
tablish a station in the open country 
near Brooklyn Heights. 

After hours’ watching, the signal 
party on Brooklyn Heights saw a vivid 
flash spark out of the mountains: then 
a long shimmer of flashing sunlight; 
the party on Mt. Lowe was trying to 
open station. 

This was “easy money;” 
— isn’t much for heliograph 
ng. 

Communication was established and 
several messages were exchanged. 
Then a great bank of fog rolled in 
between the city and the distant moun- 
tain. Through it all, however, com- 
munication was maintained. 

The effect was weird and uncanny. 
The mountain itself could not be seen. 
Through the velvety mass of fog cloud 
came these sha quivering flashes of 
light, Which talked off a message in 
dots and dashes.

It is planned to go before the snow is 
off the ground, as it is believed the 
atmospheric conditions will be better 
than in the summer haze. 

With the wonderfully pure, clear at- 
mosphere of California, heliograph 
naling will be found to be limited as 
to distance only by the curvature of 
the earth. 

The local Signal Corps has received 
2788 pounds of new equipment and 
paraphernalia, including a field tele- 
phone station of twenty instruments.

Managers of local theaters yesterday 
afternoon made a final appeal to the 
Council Finance Committee for the re- 
@uction of the license tax on high- 
class playhouses. 

Attorney Rush asserted in a straight- 
from-the-shoulder attack that the local 
theater license is higher than that of 
@hy other city in the country. He 
backed this statement by submitting a 
list showing the license imposed by 
twenty leading cities. Los Angeles is 
Righest of them all. The average u- 
enn tax charged by the other cities 
“se a fraction over $17 a month. Rush 
argued that the Council should be win 
ing to reduce the local tax on first-ciagss 


_ theaters to 8625 a month. They now 


pay $75 a menth. 

But tis appeal, although well ren- 
was made at an exceedingly 
poor time. The City Tax Collector had 
just submitted a list of fifteen restaur- 
ants that have given up their liquor li- 
censes. This means a loss of $900 a 


month in revenue. Chairman Smith 


said that the license might be a bit 
high but thought that the theater mag- 
nates could worry along until the end 
of the present fiscal year. 

Councilmen Hammon and Blanchard 
were inclined to deal leniently with the

The Finance Committee ts the guar- 
dian of the license ordinance. The tax 
on a number of lines of business was 
Arat levied by the olg Council. Pro- 
tests are made almost every week that 
some rates are unjustiy high. But the 
City Auditor has warned the commiut- 
tee that the old Council spent more 
than its share of the city’s cash during 
the first half of the present fiscal year 
and that the city must make a drastic 
cut in expenses, secure a new and 


_ protifie source of revenue. or face a 


$100,000 deficit at the opening of the 
next fiscal year. 

Chairman Smith has taken the stand 
that all petitioners for relief from ob- 
ectionable license taxation must wait 
until after July 1. 

Yesterday Smith was feeling espe- 
claily biue.

A year ago the Council modified Al- 
anders contract so that he is re- 
quired to make collections in residence 
districts but twice a week in place of 
three times a week as nominated in 
the original contract. The sentiment 
among Councilmen and members of the 
Board of Health is that thie modifica- 
tion has equalized any unexpected 
growth of the city in the residence sec- 
tions. 

The Board of Public Works will this 
afternoon be urged to recommend to 
the Council that the city advert for 
bids for the construction of a rst 
class garbage incinerator. 

The Health Officer has collected valu- 
able daga showing that the amount of 
Will and waste collected daily in Los 
Angeles is only about one-fourth the 
amount collected in other cities of the 
country. He thinks that this is due 
to the fact that under the present sys- 
tem the fewer collections made _ the 
more profit for the garbage contractor. 


PARK FORCE. 
PORTY NEW LABORERS. 

Objecting to the proposed park force 
ordinance in its present form, the 
Finance Committee of the Council yes- 
terday afternoon agreed to recommend 
an increase of forty laborers for work 
in the city’s pleasure grounds. or- 
dimance provides for an increase of 
fifty-five men. 

Recommendation was recently made 
by the park board that the force of 
laborers employed in the parks de in- 
creased from sixty-three to 115 men. 
Over 100 laborers were employed in 
most of last year on requi- 
sit : 

Deputy City Auditor Bostwick sub- 
mitted to the Finance Committee a 
statement of the condition of tae park 
funds, showing that if the full increase 
were to be allowed a deficit would re- 
sult at the end of the present fiscal 
year.

AKE ROOM IN 
COURTHOUSE. 


PROVISION FOR THREE MORE 
JUDGES REQUIRED. . 


in the Superior Court of Los Angeles 
county, arrangements will begin to 
provide the necessary accommodation 
for the three additional departments, 
The matter is being discussed about 
the Cou „ and the Supervisors 
for some t have been considering 
the most suitable and economical way 
of solving a rather knotty problem. 

In building the Courthouse very lit- 
tle provision was made for the future, 
and convenience of interior was sac- 
rificed to a beautiful exterlor. The 
business of the county has increased 
s0 enormously that every one of the 
offices is demanding more space. The 
accumulation of records and books is 
making this a necessity, not to speak 
of the accommodation made necessary 
for an increased working force. 

But for the present any changes of 
@ radical nature in the buflding plan 
is not to be thought of. The thing is 
to get the new court departments ar- 
ranged. It regarded as a sine- 
qua-non that they be in the Court- 
house. To locate them outside would 
work serious delays and innumerable 
hardships on all of the other depart- 
ments. Each Friday is law and mo- 
tion gay and attorneys have to answer 
in their cases as they are called in 
perhaps all or nearly all of the de- 
partments of the court. Eich depart- 
ment not unfrequently has from thirty 
to fifty cases on the law and trial cal- 
endars, and if'attorneys were com- 
pelied to jump from departments in 
the Courthouse to those on the out- 
Side the work all along the line will 
suffer. 

Then, too, all filings of papers are 
made in the County Clerk's office. the 
County Clerk being ex-officio clerk of 
the Superior Court, and for the court 
clerks to carry valuable papers and 
documents from the “ourthouse fo the 
departments outside would be a severe 
handicap. 

It is contemplated to move the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office, the offices of the 
County Superintendent of Schools 
and the County Surveyor, over to the 
Thorne building, the edifice recently 
completed at the corner of Broadway 
and Franklin street. This plan has not 
yet been definitely decided upon, 
for there are two other buildings 
whach have made favorable offers 
te accommodate these several of- 
fices, but if termes can be satisfacto- 
rily arranged and certain changes 
made in the top floor of the Thorne 
building it is quite probable that it 
would be considered as the most fa- 
vorable location.

MINES AND QUARRIES. 


Complete Report of the Census of the 
industries Published by the Cen- 
sus Bureau. 

The Bureau of the Census has just 
published ite final and complete report 
on the recent census of the mining in- 
dustries of the United States. This 
census was conducted in collaboration 
with the United States Geological 
Survey. It relates to the calendar 
year 1992 and forms a part of the gen- 
eral work of the Twelfth Census of | 
the United States, being one of the 
special inquiries provided for in the 
legislation relating to that census, 
These inquiries were not to be taken 
up until after the main reports pre- 
senting the data collected by the enu- 
meration of 190 relating to popula- 
tion, mortality, agriculture and manu- 
factures had been completed. A sum- 
mary of the statistics relating to 
mines and quarries has already been 
presented to the public in a prelimi- 
nary report published by the bureau 
as a bulletin about six months ago. 
This was a pamphlet of fifty-nine 
pages. The report now issued is a 
bound volume of 1123 . 

The statistics compiled in the elab- 
orate tables comprise data on the 
value and quantity of the product of 
the mines, the cost of supplies and 
materials, the miscellaneous expenses, 
the number of wage-earners and 
amount of their wages, the number of 
clerks and salarted officials, the kind 
and amount of power used, the amounts 
paid for contract work, etc. 

The laymen taking up this report 
will probably be surprised at the va 
riety of minerals covered by the in- 
guy. Statistics are presented not 
oniy for the eal, iron and petroleum 
of indispensable every-day use, and 
the gvld and ativer of wuniveraal 
desire, but for minerals with unfamil- 
lar names and limited uses, such as

The is far from being a mere 
com pilat of figures. In fact, most 
of it is descriptive and analytical 
text. It contains a discussion of the 
scope and plan of the mining inquiry, 
a historical review of the mining in- 
dustry in the United States, followed 
by a Giscussion of the statistics for 
the industry as a whole. A separate 
section is devoted to the mineral in- 
dustries of each State and Territory, 
and it appears from this list that Mis- 
sissippi and the District of Columbia 
are the only political divisions of the 
Unted States in which the sound of 
the miner's pick is not heard. This 
discussion by States is followed by a 
series of monographic reports present- 
ing the results of the inquiry for 
separate minerals. These reports were 
prepared by different experts, most of 
whem are men of established reputa- 
tion as authorities on the subjects 
which they discuss. This method of 
presentation makes it» easy for the 
reader to find all the data relating to 
any particular State or particular min- 
eral in which he may be specially in- 
terest 


The volume contains a larg: number 
of plates illustrating mining processes 
or mining machinery, and of diagrams 
presenting graphically statistics of pro- 
duction and In the appendices 
are given the schedules of questions 
used in collecting the information, the 
instructions to the special agents em- 
ployed in the work, and the instruc- 
tions for revising and editing the 
schedules.
